EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 


Bowdon Collegiate Institutions— 

Statement and an Appeal— 
Changes in the Chattanooga 
Press. | 


There are yet many persons who feel l 
distrust of what they call the “new-fangled | 
notions” of public instruction. From them, 
those of us who are attempting to intro-| 
cuce more natural methods of procedure, 
meet only with an ignoring ignorance. | 
They, commonly, have avery vague notion | 
of the innovations they discountenance, 
and a still veguer notion of their advanta- 
ges. They remind meof the good, old-fash- | 
ioned housekeeper who cannot be induced 
to substitute a modern range for the ancient | 
brick oven, and who is in perpetual fright 
lest the gas brought into her dwelling will | 
lead to some horrible accident, or, at the | 
least, to much extravagant waste. Such a} 
dweller in Doubting-Castle is not Major) 
John M. Richardson, of the Bowdon Col- 
legiate Institution. | 

Located in Bowdon, Carroll county, Ga.,, | 
Within three miles of the Alabama State | 
line, and near the proposed route of the| 
Savannah, Griflin and North Alabaiaa Rail- | 
road, this institution was founded in 1856, | 
and regularly chartered a3 a college by the 
Legislature in 1857. The elective system 
was adopted, a high standard of seholarship 
required, and students conld advance only 
after exhibiting a satisfactory acquaint- 
ance with subjects already pursued. 
Suspended at the declaration of war, 
this institution has been re-opened 
under old principles and new auspices. 
The building, however, not finished when 
the war began, needs completion, and‘ ad- 
ditional accommodations are requred; its 
apparatus has felt ‘the corroding tooth of 
time,’ and suffered from neglect. Repairs 
and renewals are necessary. Whence are 
they tocome? Many ef its friends are no 
hore; its survivors are involved in the 
common wreck; no State contributes its 
subsidies to the salaries of officers. In the 
face of these facts, I can only answer, that 
these needed endowments must come from 
that sentiment of loyalty tothe new meth- 
ods and constancy to high educational 
ideals to which I alluded in the beginning 
Of this letter, and which, I firmly believe, 
will render an assistance at once powerful 
and honorable. :
